such article or other property may be kept, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be putiished accordingly. 

A misdemeanor is punishable by imprisonment in a county 
jail not exceeding six months, or by a fine not exceeding five 
tnaced dollars, or by both.

IN THE NEW YORK GALLERIES—JANUARY 


The art galleries at the beginning of the New 
Year offer a stimulating variety to their visitors. 
Many periods in art, and all mediums, are repre- 
sented by interesting examples. 

The Daniel Galleries, 600 Madison Avenue, are 
showing a group of pictures by Charles Demuth. 
This painter is best known for his beautiful use 
of the water color medium, but in the present ex- 
hibition some canvases are also included. 

At the Ferargil Galleries, 37 East 57th Street, 
from January 5 to 19, Kathleen Cunningham, a 
Rochester painter, will exhibit portraits of a vivid 
type. From the 16th to the 6th of February a 
showing of large bronzes by Janet Scudder,who 
has been working in Paris, will be on view in the 
main gallery. 

The Keppel Gallery, 16 East 57th Street, at the 
time of going to press had not decided on its 
special exhibition for the month; but an interest- 
ing assortment of etchings and other prints may 
always be seen here. 

The Macbeth Galleries, 15 East 57th Street, 
will be occupied during January by a large group 
of representative American portrait painters. 
Robert Henri, Irving Wiles, Louis Betts, Ernest 
Ipsen and Wayman Adams are a few of the artists 
whose work is being shown. 

Early German and Italian engravings and se- 
lected paintings will be on exhibition in the 
Knoedler Galleries, 14 East 57th Street, from the 
4th to the 23rd. 


The Durand-Ruel Galleries, 12 East 57th 
Street, continue their long established custom of 
exhibiting paintings by French artists. 


From January 1ith to the 23rd the Milch Gal- 
leries, 108 West 57th Street, will show the recent 
work of Frank Vincent Du Mond, landscapes 
painted in the vicinity of Lyme, Conn. During 
the same period the work of three women etchers, 
Anne Goldthwaite, Margery Ryerson and Leonne 
Barton, of California, may be seen in another of the 
galleries. From the 25th to February 13th, Max 
Bohm will be represented by a group of small 
paintings, both figures and landscapes; in the 
smaller room Julie Borrow will have paintings of 
Provincetown and Gloucester. 


The Reinhardt Galleries, 730 Fifth Avenue, are 
announcing an exhibition of the work of two Rus- 
sians, both of whom are distinctly of the moderns. 
Chagall is a painter of both landscapes and figures. 
Archipenko, who last exhibited in New York, 
three years ago, will be represented by some six- 
teen small pieces of sculpture. 


The Ralston Gallery, 730 Fifth Avenue, is 
showing XVIIIth Century English portraits, 
Dutch portraits and paintings of the Barbizon 
school.

The American Federation 


of Arts 


HE WORK of the American Federation of Arts is primarily educational 

and recreational. In carrying this out it has certain opportunities of supply- 

ing publications and services to people and communities able to pay for them. 
These legitimate sources of revenue have been developed intensively particularly 
during the past year. The sale of the American Art Annual has been increased; 
the sale of advertising in the American Magazine of Art has been considerably 
increased; the sale of the handbook Art in Our Country has been begun and the 
first edition sold out. 


These operations for revenue could be considerably increased if the Federation 
had working capital at its disposal. At the present time it is in the position of a 
growing business having to restrict its advertising and sales efforts even when they 
show sure prospects as the result of test. 


There is, however, another and more important side to the Federation’s needs. 
In spite of the revenue-producing activities referred to above, the Federation is 
not a commercial organization and does not exist primarily to supply such services 
as it can sell. It exists, as stated, to render educational and recreational help to 
individuals and communities, and many of its functions are not legitimately 
sources of revenue. or instance, its service to members, chapters and to the 
public at large as an information bureau not only on art in general but on where 
to find and how to get access to art treasures and data in order to use art in daily 
life—these services might be charged for, but it would alter their character and 
make them unavailable to people of slender means throughout the country who 
now make use of them. 


Similarly, efforts toward the protection of good standards in art in relation to 
the public and national and local government—such efforts are a cherished concern 
of those who have the expert knowledge and an awakened regard for the country’s 
interests, and can never be a source of revenue. 


The same thing is true of any form of publicity designed to help people to know 
what pleasure they can get out of art who otherwise have no contact with it. 
Publicity is incapable of being a source of revenue. 


It is these varieties of effort which represent service, not sales. The American 
Federation of Arts has established at great effort a national organization to render 
these services and has learned to what extent they can be practically and acceptably 
rendered. The Federation is not unmindful of the value of efficient business 
management and is not neglecting legitimate opportunities to make its other classes 
of operation pay. The assistance which it needs in money is especially toward the 
rendering of unpaid services to people and communities of limited advantages.
